One Million Pounds Sold 


at the Flanigan 


Warehouse _ 


The wool . sale yesterday at the 


Flanigan warehouse, which was. the 
first wool sale ever held in the State, 
was a complete and pronounced suc- 
cess, having adopted a method used at 
Big Timber, Great Falls.Rock Springs, 
The Dalles and 
Red 
Sluff. 
This 


means the concentration of the wool 
within a radius of hundreds of miles 
to a certain point, giving dozens of 
buyers an opportunity to examine the 
wool at a very small expense, which 
certainly has proven in this case very 
satisfactory to the producer as well 
as a convenience and source of profit 
to the buyer. 


The Flanigan Warehouse Company 


yesterday sold apnroximately one mll- 
'ion pounds of wool. The prices bid 
r>arly in the day were not very satis- 
factory upon the first two lots and 
wore promptly turned down by the 
Senator, who, with the assistance of 
3. M. Sample, personally 
superin- 


tended the selling of the wools. -Af- 
terwards bidding became more spir- 
ited and prices ranged from 12 to 14 
7-8 cents per pound. 


The lot consigned by Julius Sch- 


warzschild brought the highest price 
cf any of the million pounds disposed 
of. 
The price was 14 7-8 cents per 


pound. 
There remains 
but two or 


three small lots of wool in the ware- 
house and the company has a market 
for those lots at the Coast mills and 
will dispose of them in a vary few 
days. 


Immediately after the Carnival, as 


the company expects to use the build- 
ing temporarily for a lodging room 
for the people who expect to come 
here to en oy the festivities, the com- 
pany will again be ready to receive 
wool. 
At the same time it should 


be remembered that the company is 
making advances at a low rate of In- 
terest at two-thirds of the value of 
the wool sent on consignment. 
The 


company solicits patronage. 


It costs two cents to ship wool to 


Boston and one of the buyers from 
the east said last night that the prices 
here yesterdaj was as high as In Bos- 
ton, if not higher.
